GS.R. 11 {E).~ Whereas the draft of Aircraft (Amendment) Rules, 2010 further to 
amend the Aircraft Rules, 1937, was published, as required by section 14 of the Aircraft Act, 
1934 (22 of 1934). vide notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Civil 
Aviation number G.S.R. 922(E), dated 23''’'November, 2010, for inviting objections and 
suggestions from all persons likely to be affected thereby before the expiry of the period of 
thirty days from the date on which copies of the Gazette of India in which the said 
notification was published, were made available to public; 
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the 23^‘‘Novlnber2010°'^'^* available to the public on 

And whereas the objections or suggestions received in respect of the draft rules within 
the period specified have been taken into consideration; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 5 of the said Aircraft 
Act, the Central Government hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Aircraft 
Rules, 1937, namely: — 

t (1) These rules may be called the Aircraft (Amendment) Rules, 2011. 

(2) They shall come into.force on the date of their final publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

In the Aircraft Rules, 1937(hereinafter referred to as the said rules), for rule 39C, 
the following rule shall be substituted, namely; — 

39C. Period of validity of medical fitness Assessment and 
Licences — (1) The period of validity of medical fitness assessment and licence 

in respect of various categories shall be as specified in the following table 
namely; —

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(2) The period of validity of the initial medical fitness assessment shall 
commence from the date of the medical examination. 

(3) In case of renewal, the period of validity of medical fitness assessment 
shall commence from the date following the date of expiry of the previous 
medical fitness assessment, subject to the condition that the medical 
examination for renewal has been conducted within a period of not more than 
one month preceding the date of expiry of the previous validity. 

(4) In cases other than those referred to in sub-rule (3), the validity of the 
renewal of the medical fitness assessment shall commence from the date of the 
medical examination. 

(5) The period of validity of medical fitness assessment in respect of the 
licences specified against items (i) and (ii) of the table under sub-rule (1) shall 
be reduced to half after the holder of the licence has attained the age of forty 
years. 


(6) The period of validity of a licence shall commence from the date of 
issue of the licence. 

(7) In case of renewal, the period of validity of the licence shall commence 
from the date following the date of expiry of the previous validity of the licence, 
subject to the condition that the application for renewal has been submitted 
within a period of not more than one month preceding the date of expiry of the 
previous validity. 

(8) In cases other than those referred to in sub-rule (7), the validity of 
renewal of the licence shall commence from the date of renewal of the licence.” 

In Schedule II of the said rules, — 

(i) in Sections B, C, D, E, F, G, H, I, J, K, M, N, U, V, W, X, Y and Z, for 
paragraph 2, the following paragraph shall be substituted, namely : — 

2 , Validity - The licence shall be valid for a period as specified in 
rule 39C.” 

(ii) in Sections J and M, in paragraph 6, after the second and third proviso, 
respectively, the following proviso shall be inserted, namely: — 

“Provided also that on attainment of the age of sixty-five years, 
such privileges shall be restricted to that of Private Pilot’s Licence 
(Aeroplanes).” 

(iii) in Sections K and N, in paragraph 6, after the third proviso, the following 
proviso shall be inserted, namely: — 
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“Provided also that on attainment of the age of sixty-five years, 
such privileges shall be restricted to that of Private Pilot’s Licence 
(Helicopters).’’ 

(iv) in Sections O, P, Q and R, for paragraph 2, the following paragraph 
shall be substituted, namely: — 

“2. Validity — (a) The rating shall be valid for a period of twelve 
months from the date of issue of the rating. 

(b) In the case of renewal, the period of validity of the rating shall 
be for a period of twelve months which shall commence from the date 
following the date ‘of expiry of the previous validity- subject to the 
condition that the application for renewal has been submitted within one 
month preceding the date of expiry and all other requirements for 
renewal are met on the date of application, 

(c) In cases other than those referred to in clause (b), the validity of 
renewal of the rating shall commence from the date of renewal of the 
rating.”
